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Proper arrangement of Kelvinator units is the 
key to time-saving , step-saving working effi- 
ciency, Studies of steps and motions by kitchen 
experts in the preparation of thousands of recipes 
and menus , have determined the wisest arrange- 
ment and grouping of equipment in the kitchen. 


You’ll notice in the above diagram that there is about equal distance between the 
refrigerator, range and sink. This arrangement gives you greatest working con- 
venience, and reduces the amount of walking necessary in the preparation of 
your meals. 

Every kitchen should contain three centers of operation: (1) A Food Storage Center, 
(2) A Food Cooking Center, (3) A Sink and Cleaning Center . . . with appliances 
and other equipment so grouped by location and function to provide the most 
convenient, practical working arrangement. The more direct the route from food 
preparation and cooking to the hungry members of your family at the dining 
table, the better is your kitchen plan. 

Of course, kitchens vary in size and shape and different arrangements are neces- 
sary, but in every basic kitchen layout, the principle of the so called “triangle of 
efficiency” can be accomplished to cut down “meal-mileage.” You’ll notice that 
each of the six kitchen plans shown in this book has a different layout. This has 
been done to illustrate how the “triangle of efficiency” determines the placing of 
the refrigerator and range in relation to the sink. Proper arrangement is the key to 
making your dream kitchen a step-saving room, in which it will be a pleasure 
to work and live. 
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The new Kelvinator Electric Range installed in your Food

WIRE YOUR HOME TO MEET YOUR 
GROWING ELECTRICAL NEEDS...' 



The postwar era will be an age of electrical living and you will want to be pre- 
pared to enjoy its full benefits. Make certain, therefore, that your new home is 
adequately wired to permit full use of modern electric appliances. 

Electricity is the cheapest service that comes into your home; and to further 
encourage its use, most utilities have established special sliding-scale rates which 
are particularly advantageous to the users of electric ranges and water heaters. 
Therefore, in planning your home for electrical living bear this in mind : that the 
normal electric service provided in homes today . . . two-wires, 30 ampere ... is not 
adequate for an electric range and water heater, and for many other electrical 
conveniences you will want. Make sure your new home is wired to include a three- 
wire , 60 ampere service entrance and service outlet for an electric range . 

It is a good plan to talk to your electrical contractor or appliance dealer about the 
wiring you will need for your new home, so that costly re-wiring will not be necessary 
at a future date. According to a recent national survey the average cost at the time 
of building of installing a three-wire 60 ampere line with range outlet and full 
provision for additional appliance load is only $18.00 more than installing the inade- 
quate two-wire 30 ampere line. Yes, there is wisdom and economy in wiring 
adequately when you build. 

In laying out your electric system plan for several circuits with plenty of outlets 
... for lighting . . . refrigeration . . . portable appliances . . . ventilating fan . . . 
clock, and other devices. Make certain that there are a sufficient number of circuits 
so that none will be overloaded. 

And be sure to have outlets at each work center for small appliances . . . and 
convenient switches for lighting control at every necessary point.
